Particularly so seeing that \\ i& abso- 
lutely unccnain ivhctlier you have another 
moment, hour, day, week, month or year in 
which to do it.

war J moralttv and rcspccta))ility go, the greater, 
in all probability, will have been your power for 
spiritual barm. A man wbo is outwardly bad car- 
ries about with him a label, so 'to speak, which 
declare* him to be moral and religious poison, 
.iiid to he shunned accordingly, bill the Inaji who 
makes a profession of being right and keeps up 
so much oi an appearance as to look well, but 
nothing more, is likely, by life example to keep 
more people away from real heart religion than a 
town fuTl of drunkard;, blasphemers, gamblers 
and outwardly wicked men. For the sake, there- 
fore, of your own soul, and the influence you 
inevitably wield on. those around you, it is urgent 
that you should seek to know experimentally 
that "second birth" oi which Christ spoke to 
Nicodcraus as being necessary to an entry into 
the Kincdom of God, which is what we mcati by 
conversion. Apart from consideration of se.ll- 
intercst, it is a duty we owe to our fcttmv.men. 

But above and' beyond all such reasons as 
those we have already produced, there stand the 
obligations of our relationships ■with God which 
arc covered by the old phrase "creation, preserva- 
tion and redemption/' And it will only be when 



any lower consideration leads, us tb a recognition 
pf t these that penitence will plough and prepare 
the soil of the heart for the Good Seed, though it 
may well arouse the soul. and lead up to- it; for 
though the law may scarify the surface, "and a 
quick growth of good resolutions may folio Wj the

There is a great tendency, though perhaps. 
more often indicated i^< actions than word of 
mouth, to look upon God the Father as a StcrOj 
far-away Dehy, who held mankind En such de- 
testation that it was necessary for God U»e Son 
to offer .Himself a -sacrifice to purchase a kind 
of .tolerance oi men, their presence and doingSj 
■in time and eternity. 

. ...This abominable misrepresentation of. 
Jehovah ia very largely horn of the careless man- 
ner hi which the truths of religions arc presented 
io the minds of children by parents and 
teachers who will not, iirsl of all, take the trouble 
10 obtain a "clear grasp of the cardinal doctrines ■ 
of Christianity tor themselves, or, in the second 
place, bestir themselves to the putting forth of 
the effort necessary to place them clearly and 
distinctly before the minds of their children or 
pupils. 

The consequence oE this wicked negltct is that 
people who are. consciously or unconsciously, 
influenced by the presence of this idea in their 
minds overlook the great uct ot' God's love. In 
their miserable stale of.sfilfultless they regard 
their creation as anything but a blessing; in the '. 
pride which rear* its hcftd the higher the less it- 
has to boast itself of, they conceive the iden that 
their own preservation is due to thctr own wit ' 
,md prowess; while with regard to redemption 
'they assume a pitiable attitude of indifference, 
fortifying their hearts through the influence" cf^ 
the idea to which wc have just nijultj reference 
against the workings of the only power which 
Can soften and change them — the love of God. 

Wisdom,. Jijalice and Love 

But such a view is altogether contrary to 
Revelation. The plan of Salvation set out in the 
Scriptures shows ihat the sacrifice of Christ was 
not required to make God willing to pardon sin- 
tiers, hut that it was the only plan, devised by 
Infinite Wisdom whereby Infinite Justice could 
be satisfied and the way opened for Infinite Love 
to lift man fionvthe plt-intc which he had hurled 
himself. In John III-, 16, we read^: "God' so 
loved the world' that He gave His only begotten 
Son.' 1 Does not the Love of God appeal to yj>ii? 
Search the Scriptures mid the Book of Human 
Experience for its numberless manifestations, 
and you will be amazed at the infinitude an? 
variety oi its operations, and find in it the most. 
powerful reasons why you should, here and now, 
seek Salvation from the guilt and power of $in, 
and consecrate your life to whole-hearted service; 
for God.— H. S.

.1. Self-Sacrifice. Salvation means 
the devotion of the whole life to the 
accomplishment of the purpose for 
which Christ -lived, suffered and 
died. It mcnn-4 that the Soldier bo 
comeg the Di'/iplc, and that his 
fifbole life will be lived and actuated 
by the same purposes as that of 
Christ Himself. 

Jhe new nature will continually

/*iN the tattle by a map of the" war 
^ graves in France and Flandert, 
Pointing to It, Mrs, Commissioner 
Higglns aeid: "Imagine It! In this 
area alone around Ypres there are 
no fewer- than 250,000 graves; and 
th« cenJCteriea number. 1>500." 

ThbM figures give a Staggering 
idea; of the magnitude of a tragedy 
such as the world has never before 
seen. They also give a faint indica- 
tion 61 the task confronting the re- 
latives: and friends of soldiers who 
wish to visit the places where their 
beloved are interred, and who wilt 
bfc crossing the Channel from the 
Unfteti Kingdom in thousands dur- 
ing ^the raq^ summer months^ 
andothcrswho will come from fur- 
ther a field,. no doubt some from". 
Canada and Newfoundland. 
How will they find them? 
Happily, the Salvation Army is 
again ready with its machinery and 
its sympathetic aid. Arrangements 
have been made for rendering ef- 
fective help to the relatives of the 
fallen who undertake* this sacred 
pilgrimage. Mrs, AJmmLssiuner Hig- 
gins Is at the head, of 'this compas- 
sionate service, and she has made 
an jntereatlng statement regarding it 
which appears in the current issue 
.of "Under the Colours." 

Already (says the article) we have 
three Hostels especially for trie re- 
latives of men who have fallen. 
These are situated at Boulogne, 
CaJais.and Ostend.

? ''aces mentioned are not remote 
rom some of the most famous 
battlefields where hundreds of 
thousands of the flower of British 
manhood are sleeping. During ther 
cbraing months there wilt be Increas- 
ing rteed for the loving and efficient 
service of the Salvation Aftny on 
behalf of the relatives, and Mrs. 
Higgfns, supported by her helpers, 
is Organizing to meet that need.

To Take Over Hostel 
Mrs; Commissioner Higgins at the 
time of the interview was* oa_the 
point of crossing the Channel in 
order to rake aver /torn Lieut. -Com- 
missioner Pcyron a Jlostcl used by 
the Army for French Service men. 
.Mrs. Higgins explained that in- 
tending applicants write as a rule 
direct to Headquarters. Some who

It if the business of the Depart- 
ment to unravel lh* tangle and find 
out all particulars, <>ueh as the loca- 
tion of the grave and its number, 
with, of course, the name of the fall- 
en hero, his regiment, designation, 
and so forth. Many people get into 
difficulties, too, in the twitter of the 
passports If not guided aright, and 
the Army gladly undertakes this 
duty. 

Bo far, conducted groups have not 
materialised. Little companies, how- 
ever, of three or four arc . being 
sent They are met on arrival In 
London from the provinces and es- 
corted to the Army's Waterloo Hos- 
tel, which is now used exclusively 
for relatives of fallen men. From 
Waterloo they arc accompanied to 
Victoria, thence they lake train "for 
Dover and Folkestone, and «o to 
Calais or Boulogne. On arrival in 
' France or Belgium they are met hy 
our Officers, and soon they are 
resting in one of the Army'a 
"Houses of Consolation." 

Though the project Is quite 
young lit Its development, there 
were, whtn the article was written, 
hundreds of cases in hand, and every 
post was adding to the number.

LOOK AT YOTJS BILLS. 

(THE President of the Canadian 
I* 1 Bankers' Association has sent 
the following Gtatcuicul for publi- 
cation: 

"The public is warned- against a 
form of fraudulent mutilation of 
bank notes which recently came to 
light in Toronto, Hamilton and St 
Catharines. Any bank note ssita 3 
hand of adhesive tape aboot half 
en inch wide running across the 
note must be viewed with suspicion!, 
and should not be accepted in mak- 
ing chance. Send the persons who 
presents it to the b&nk whose note 
it purports to he and put npom him 
tie hurJcii of geL!iiigs«t redeemed. 

"It will be found on examination 
that the note is made up of parts, 
of two^notca, the numbers on cither 
end being different instead of al&*, 
or one of the numbers wiH be ob- 
iJlcrated so as to prevent the dif- 
ference being noticed. Oeeastosally 
Ilic mutilation will cocsisrof the re- 
moval of one end of the note* and 
there will he no adhesive tapea The 
fraudulent manipulation consists in 
cutting up a o&nibcr of notes and 
pasting the pieces together so as to 
niakc more notes than were origin- 
ally cut In two.

Carry Disease Germs. 

It has been foupd that there arc 
abont 12,000 hairs on the body and 
fegs of a mature bouse fly.

In 
some instances the disease germs 
are riot destroyed when taken into 
the digestive tract of the fly. They 
rare expelled In the execrcta of the 
By oa food or in places where they 
can gain entrance to the human 
system. Kill the first fly that ap- 
pears in spring. One fly killed now 
means that there will be milllrfns 
less later on in the year. 

There arc two spceiee of flics that 
arc most annoying to the farmer and 
housekeeper.

The adult female deposits her vgya 
in various kinds of decomposing 
organic matter. 

Places of Breeding. 

The stable fly and house fly find 
the most favourable breeding 
ground around manure piles of 
borse stables. Cattle excrement is 
less favourable. However, when mix- 
ed with straw or bedding, flics arc 
attracted (O this materia] to dcpojflt 
their eggs. In fact, all forms of ani- 
mal excrement found around the 
farm and household are favourable 
for -the house and stable fly to 
hatch in. Piles of decaying grass nnd 
Jtay arc a favourable location Tor 
tfiis purpose. Carcasses of dead ani- 
Hals are also visited by many species 
of flics, including the house fly. Milk 
is a very attractive food to nlr* 
'Species of flieSj especially the biting 
house fly, the window fly and Che 
pomace fly. 

Dccajing sHagc and vegetables, 
moist bran and other damaged 
stock feeds offer favourable food 
conditions for tltfe millions of fly 
eggs to hatch and mature. 

The most effective controlling 
measures arc the cleaning up and re- 
moval of breeding places. This 
means that' manure piles around 
stables and barns are to be removed 
as quickly as possible.

. PRODUCT OF INSECTS 

SHELLAC, which before the war 
fetched 515 a hundredweight, and 
has now, within the last few inoiulis, 
jumped up to oyer ?250, is the pro- 
duct of a tiny insect which infests 
certain trees in ihe West Indus. 

The term he is the Same as the 
Hindu numeral lac— a hundred 
thousand — and indicates the count- 
less myriads of insects which make 
rhcir appearance each spring on the 
young, tender shoots of the infested 
trees. 

These feed upon the sap in the 
bark, and after passing it through 
their bodies e.vliuint it in the form, 
of a crini so n-eo loured cesiiij which 
in course of lime hardens into a tiny 
semj-trau spa rent cocoon or shelf* 

It is these cocoons which, after 
being inched in boiling water and 
poured out on a cold surface, con* 
fititutc the shellac of commerce.

Tor the converted 
drunkard to go back to ,+is foul- 
mouthed males anil critical neigh- 
bours with the old clay pipe be- 
tween his Hps, is not only undesir- 
able, but positively d^ngcrons. 
Bound to Old Life. 

Wc can all remember trophies of 
grace who had great possibilities of 
usefulness nipped in the .tud by 
their stubborn adhesion to the one 
little idol. The pipe was the one fet- 
ter (hat bound cheiu to the old sin- 
ful life— a fetter th;it -.lid not alto- 
gether deny their liberty but y« one 
I hat provcd'sLrong enough to drac; 
them back to bondage and sin when 
days of darkness and" dif f icul ty came 

The habit can only .he broken 
when Ihc smoke devil is turned oat, 
sad this can only be accomplished 
Ii" faith and piayer.
